FORTY OF NIEDRINGHAUS’ MEN 
WALE OUT. 


RESULT OF THE RECENT CUT. 


When They Found Out How Great the 
Reduction Was They Refused 
to Stand It. 


The Niedringhauses have trouble on their 
hands. They have pressed the limit of the 
men's endurance with their McKinley pros- 
perity and Thursday morning forty em- 
ployes in the tinnery, at Second and Destre- 
han streets, went on a strike. 

_They were starved and tricked into such 
a frame of mind that despite the scarcity of 
other places of employment they refused to 
submit further tothe treatment accorded 
them by their employers. 

A week ago the Post-Dispatch told of a cut 
in the wages of the men in the tinnery. It 
was stated at that time that this cut 
amounted to an average of about 10 per cent 
a man. This information was obtained from 
the employes, who then thought that after 
all they had suffered, greater reduction 
would not be attempted. 

They were not told exactly what the reduc- 
tion would be, but they were given to under- 
stand that they could make about $2 a day. 
With this understanding, and knowing how 
desperately hard it is to find jobs, the men 
consented to accept the conditions confront- 
ing them. 

Still they were anxious to find out just 
voere they stood. They asked Supt. Au- 
gust Hoevel several times how big a cut 
had been made, but got no satisfaction. 
Had they been working for almost any 
other concern they would have found out 
definitely on pay day, but pay days at the 
Niedringhaus mills are few and far be- 
tween. 

The Niedringhauses have a way of hold- 
ing back wages for months at a time while 
their employes run along on credit or 
starve, as the case may be. 

In this instance the tinnmery opened for 
work three weeks ago last Monday, after a 
shut down of five weeks. Not one cent has 
been paid any of these men. Last Satur- 
day was pay day, but the Niedringhauses 
let it go by without giving their men what 
they owed them. 

The fact that they owed it to them made 
no difference. In other words, these work- 
men were obliged after five weeks of idle- 
ness to advance the millionaires a month's 
wages, 

Knowing all this, the workmen grew in- 
dignant when they could not even find out 
what money’ they were to get whenever the 
Niedringhauses should be pleased to pay 
up. They insisted on knowing and threat- 
ened to strike if the terms of the new 
schedule were not made known to them. 

Tt did no good, but Wednesday night 
they found a leak. It came to them in a 
roundabout way that the reduction amount- 
ed in some cases to 331-3 per cent, and in 
others to as much as 50 per cent. 

The pot handlers, who had been earning 
6 cents a box, were cut some of them to 4% 
and some to 4 cents. The “catchers” were 
cut from 4 cents a box to 2. Under this 
schedule if a pot handler made $1.50 and a 
catcher $1 after twelve hours’ work he 
would be lucky. The “podgers,” who had 
been getting $1 a day, were also cut, but 
how much has not been learned. 

The result of this information reaching 
the men was that when they went to work 
Thursday morning they were prepared to 
quit. They worked from 6:50, the opening 
hour, until 7:30, when they put on their 
coats and walked out. 

Work stopped necessarily. Supt. Hoevel 
Fallied and secured a number of Poles to 
take some of the men’s places, but as they 
are green hands they will not be able to 
do the work. 

Ex-Congressman Niedringhaus was at the 
tinnery when the employes walked out. 
Hoevel was heard to say, “We mustn't let 
these fellows get ahead of us tn this way,” 
but the boss did not reply. He only turned 
very pale. 

The employes in the tinnery are bitterly 
incensed against Hoevel. They * him 
Sor the treatment which has been @JVorded 
them. He recently. discharged their old 
foreman and put his son, Otto, in his place. 
They are offended at this, as the old fore- 
man Was on good terms with them all. 

They say that Hoevel was transferred 
from the stamping works to the tinnery be- 
Cause the men hated him so that he was in 
: danger of being harmed. They intimate that 

if he persists in his present line of conduct 
it Will be wise to transfer him again. 

A committee has been appointed by the 
employes to wait on the Niedringhauses and 
determine if the differences cannot be ami- 
cably settled.

JOB FOR BITTINGER. 


The Anti-Filley Leader Will Be Min- 
ister to Switzerland.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—Maj. John 
Bittinger of St. Joseph, Mo., has been se- 
lected to succeed John L, Peake of Kansas 
City as Minister to Switzerland. The mis- 
sion pays $5,000 per year, and is one of the 
most pleasant, though not the most profit 
able, missions at President McKinley’s dis- 
posal. John L. Peake, the present Minis- 
ter, will resign early in March, and the ap- 
pointment of Maj. Bittinger to succeed him 
will be made soon after McKinley is in- 
augurated. 

The news that Maj. Bittinger is to succeed 
Minister Peake was received here to-day in 
a way which makes it almost authoritative. 
Maj. Bittinger’s nomination will be a bitter 
pill to the Filleyites of Missouri. For many 
years he has been the anti-Filley leader in 
Northwestern Missouri. He has held that 
section solid against “De Ole Man.’ Now 
that he is to be rewarded for his services 
to the party by a pleasant berth in the 
diplomatic service, his enemies will find 
little chance to make a fight against him 
in the Senate. The Senators from Mis- 
souri will interpose no objections to his 
confirmation, and there is no doubt he will 
be on his way to Switzerland. 


TACOMA WHEAT ADVANCES. 


A Big Rise Attributed to Foreign De- 
mand. 

TACOMA, Wash., Feb. 25.—The price of 
wheat in the Tacoma market has advanced 
5 cents, making an advance of 15 cents in 
two days. At the close of business yester- 
day No, 1 club was quoted at 85 cents, and 
No. 1 bluestem at 90c, or about 17 cents 
above Chicago quotations. A brisk demand 
for milling purposes and a short supply, due 
to exportations to India, Europe and Africa, 
are the causes of sharp advance. There are 
about 1,000,000 bushels of wheat in the State, 
held chiefly by farmers and warehousemen 
who have been waiting for higher prices.

GREECE WILL NOT RETREAT 
FROM HER DECISION. 


ee MAY SEND TROOPS. 


Meanwhile Lord Salisbury Announces 
Great Britain’s Policy of 
Coercion. 


ATHENS, Feb. %.—King George and his 
Government reiterate that it is impossible 
for them to retreat from their decision in 
regard to Crete—a decision which is sup- 
ported by the whole nation. 


LONDON, Feb. 2%.—In the House of 
Lords to-day the Marquis of Salisbury, re- 
plying to a question from Lord Dunraven, 
said that as the best means of placing the 
House in possession of the facts of the 
moment as regards Crete, he would read a 
telegram sent yesterday evening to the 
British Ambassadors to the Courts of the 
Great Powers. It was: 

‘Inform the Government to which you are 
accredited that Her Majesty’s Government 
purpose to make the following declaration 
of the policy which they fntend to pursue 
and which they believe is in accordance 
with the views of their allies: 

“Firstly—The establishment of an admin- 
istrative autonomy in Crete as a neces- 
sary condition for the termination of the 
international occupation. 

‘“‘Secondly—That subject to the above con- 
ditions, Crete ought in their judgment to 
remain a portion of the Turkish Empire. 

“Thirdly—The Turks and Greeks should 
be informed by the Powers of this resolu- 
tion. 

“Fourthly—If Turkey or Greece should 
| persistently refuse to withdraw their mili- 
tary and naval forces from the island, the 
Powers should impose their decision by 
force upon the state so refusing.” 


PARIS, Feb. 25.—A special dispatch re- 
ceived here from Larisa, Greece, says that 
20,000 Greek troops are concentrated there, 
and that the greatest activity prevails. 
The dispatch further says that it Is believed 
at Larissa that general hostilities will im- 
mediately begin on :he frontier in the event 
of Greece not being allowed to annex the 
island of Crete. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—A special to the 
Herald from Constantinople says: 

Ismail Bey, Governor ad interim of the 
palace, has officially informed the ambas- 
sadors that, taking the gravity of the events 
into consideration, the Turkish Government 
no longer considers itself bound by its 
promises with regard to the sending of re- 
inforcements to Crete. 

The ambassadors are now trying to per- 
suade the Porte to grant them a week's 
delay to re-establish order and to organize 
the administration. : 

The foreign admirals have received orders 
to persuade the insurgents and the Greeks 
to consent to an armistice of eight days. 
The Porté insists upon the departure of 
the new vali of Crete.

WILD ATTACK OF,BENRY NEMEC, 
A JEALOUS FOUNDRYMAN. 


SHE ESCAPES, BUT HE MAY DIE. 


Attempted Murder the Tragic Culmina- 
tion of a Life of Drink, Abuse 
and Suffering. 


Henry Nemec, a Bohemian foundry- 
worker, made his second attempt to kill 
his wife Thursday morning, and having 
failed put two bullets in his own head. He 
is probably fatally wounded. The woman 
escaped without a scratch, but she had ‘to 
make a desperate fight with the infuriated 
man in order to save herself. ‘\ 

He fired three shots at her in her home 
at 1858 South Thirteenth street, but none 
of them took effect. . 

Nemec has not been living with his wife 
for more than a month. She left him on 
account of his drinking habits, and his con- 
With her she took 
their only child, a pretty 4-year-old girl, 
named Mary. 

Mrs, Nemec rented for herself and baby 
a room in the rear of the low one-story 
building in Thirteenth street. She secured 
a position in the hemp factory at Ninth 
and Barry streets and settled down to 
earn a living for herself and child. 

But the drunken Nemec was not satisfied 
with this. He must have her back again, 
and from time to time he made repeated 
proposals to her to return. He went to live 
with his sister, Mrs. John Kreka, at 1027 
Geyer avenue, so that he might be near the 
woman he had loved and abused. 

The wife was persistent in her refusal to 
go back to him. She knew what his promis- 
es were of old and she determined to be 
quit of him entirely. 

Sq Nemec fumed and swore that she 
would either come back to him or go out 
to the cemetery in a black box. 

Sunday night he tried to make his threat 
good. His wife and little Mary were in their 


room, preparing to retire. There was a 
lighted lamp on the table. Mary was kneel- 
ing by the bedside, saying her prayers, 
while the mother stood over prompting her. 

Suddenly there was a shot and a crash of

Nemec always trying to get his weapon in 
line with his intended victim’s body. 

Once he thought he had it and again Re 
pulled the trigger. The bullet sped by the 
woman's head, over that of the child and 
lodged in the wall above the bed. 

Poor little Mary was shrieking in fright. 

“Don’t hurt mamma,” she kept crying, but 
neither of the desperate parents heard her. 

A third time the Bohemian thought he 
could end the struggle, but luck was against 
him.

Thoroughly exhausted by this time, Mrs. 
Nemec realized that unless she escaped she 
must die. Flinging her husband from her 
in a final effort, she sprang away from 
him and out the door into the hall.

The door was shut, but 
the frightened wife threw herself against 
it. It opened, and falling inside, she cried 
out that her husband was trying to kill her.

Hardly had he done so than two more 
pistol shots were heard. Mrs. Nemec 
sprang to ner feet. She thought of little 
Mary in the room with the madman. 

‘“*He’s killed my baby,”’ she screamed, and 
dragging Klasec from the door she opened 
it, darted across the hall and into the room 
from which she had just fled, her mother’s 
love now awakened, making her careless 
of death. 

In the bed sat the sobbing child. She was 
unhurt, but on the floor, stretched at full 
length, was her father with two bullet 
holes in his head. He was unconscious. 

Having failed in his atempt to kill his 
wife, he had sought to take his own life. 

A policeman was called, and finding that 
the man still alive, sent him to the City Hos- 

tal.

NO CAUCUS ACTION TAKEN. 


It Will Be a Go-as-You-Pleasc in the 
Voting and Hustling Must 
Be Done.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 25.—About 
half a hundred Democratic members of the 
House convened last night for the purpose 
of holding a caucus on the Civic Federation 
Schoo! Board bill which is so universally In- 
dorsed by St. Louis school patrons and tax- 
payers. The prime object of giving the Civic 
Federation bill caucus consideration was to 
hear argument by Representative Davis of 
Chariton County on his amendments to the 
bill, which were previously set forth in 


detail in the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Davis did not apear at ne esmcus, 
and after a brief meeting, strictly informa 
in nature, the caucus adjourned without 
having taken any action at all. It was tacitly 
understood by all of the members present, 
however, that no further attempt would be 
made to hold a caucus for consideration of 
the bill. 

Several of the members, among whom were 
Representatives Hall and Martin, expressed 
‘themselves to the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent as believing that the Civic Federation 
Schooi Board measure is not properly a mat- 
ter of partisan concern, and therefore not 
subject to discussion in a Democratic caucus, 
This means that there will be no more cau- 
cuses called on the St. Louis School Board 
question, and the members are left free to 
vote as individuals. Friends of the Civic Fed- 
eration bill say that this is well for the fn- 
terests of their measure, for the reason that 
a disposition has been shown on the part of 
some of the Democratic members to hold to 
the theory that the appointive power given 
in the Civic Federation bili is not in accord 
with Democratic principles. Should a caucus 
composed of Democrats sustain this theory, 
the passage of the bill would necessarily be 
jeopardized. 

As ‘the matter now stands there are no 
party ties to bind, and those members who 
take the time to study the St. Louis School 
Board situation can hardly avoid seeing the 

ropriety of voting for the Civic Federation 

ill. The time has arrived when something 
must be done at once, because the session of 
the Legislature is well advanced and there 
is a multitude of other bills yet to be dis- 
posed of. Under these circumstances, the 
advocates of Schoo! Board reform appreciate 
the fact that their cause cannot safely be 
delayed, and they are urging immediate ac- 
tion. Opponents of the bill are actively at 
work and a vast amount of interest is being 
seared around St. Louis School Board af- 

airs. 

Among those who are most active in try- 
ing to defeat the Civic Federation bill, Chas. 
B. Stark, attornev for the St. Louis Schaol 
Board, is probably‘entitled to rank as lead- 
er. Attorney Stark has not been in Jef- 
ferson City since the joint meeting of the 
House and Senate Committees on Educa- 
tion, which was several days ago, but he 

thas been very industrious in sending out 
communications. Like Chauncey Ives Fil- 
ley, in at least one respect, Attorney Stark 
has been manipulating his typewriter. Nu- 
merous members have received a lengthy 
letter from him, in which he sets forth his 
reasons for opposing the Civic Federation 
bill. At great length Attorney Stark dwells 
on what he terms the wrong of depriving 
the people of the opportunity to elect their 
school directors. He is decidedly opposed to 
the appointive feature. The attorney’s 
reasons for his attitude toward the Federa- 
tion bill are set off in separate paragraphs 
by numerals. If any one doubts that he 
has a voluminous vocabulary, all doubts 
may be removed by a glance at the Stark 
letter. : 

In sec. 2 the School Board attorney begins 
thusly: “I view with alarm the proposition 
to repeal the existing charter, composed as 
it is of the original act of 1883, and of the 
_varfous amendments thereof and the sub- 
ftitution of a new and untried system, rath- 
er than simply to amend the defects and 
‘cure the ills if any.’’ 

Attorney Stark does not say. so anywhere 
in his letter, but some of the legislators 
who are friendly to the Civic Federation 
bill are of the opinion that he is prob- 
ably as much alarmed about losing his po- 
sition as attorney for the Board as he is 
on account of the alleged dangers to the 
school system which he attempts to point 
out in his long and tiresome communica- 
tion. There is at least one defect in the 
Stark letter, namely, the carbon paper was 
weak, and the under copies are very in- 
distinct. Some of the members have eyes 
that are as dim as the color of the attor- 
ney s carbon paper, and therefore it is very 
doubtful if the communication will be ac- 
corded a thoreugh reading. 

Taken in the aggregate the chances for 
the passage of the bill are not as bright as 
they should be, and those who favor it 
#hould lose no time th doing whatever is in 
their power. The Senate has not as yet 
taken any action, but it is taken for granted 


‘that the Lancaster biJl will be given the

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 25.—Col. 
John T. Crisp of Jackson County—states- 
man, farmer-orator and piscatorial pro- 
moter—appeared before the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations last night.

$6,00—and this was under protest. Last 
night Col. Crisp had heard of this, and he 
was on hand to inform the committee that 
the appropriation should be at least $15,000— 
the same amount granted two years ago. 

All the committee could do was to listen. 
This was the only alternative unless it 
should‘ adjéurn, for when Col. Crisp talks 
there is nething meek and low, nor soft 
and sweet in his tone. Sometimes Col. 
Crisp roars. Last night was one of those 
times. In accents loud and clear, and with 
a volume of voice that ranks high in sten- 
torian depth, he let sift through the ear 
drums of the committeemen his plea for 
money with which to make little fishes 
grow in the babbling brooklets and pacific 
lakes and bayous of the greatest State on 
earth. Had Izaak Walton been an orator 
along with his hook and rod proclivities, he 
could not have surpassed the appeal made 
by Col. Crisp. 

Finally a member of the committee asked 
Col. Crisp to explain in detail the urgent 
necessity of a $15,000 appropriation. 

Col. Crisp is always willing to yield to 
questions, but the committee outnumbered 
him and there is but little, if any probabil- 
ity, that the appropriation will exceed the 
$6,000 at first contemplated. In fact, sev- 
eral members of the committee are in favor 
of abolishing the Fish Commission entirely 
on the ground that it is of no practical 
service to the State, or to any great num- 
ber of the dwellers therein. But for the 
fact that the State owns ten acres of land 
near St. Joseph under conditions that the 
title shall lapse in the event that the afore- 
said ground is not used for fish culture, it 
is very likely that strong agitation would 
be commenced in favor of abolishing the 
Commission.

THE SANGUILLY CASE IN HAND 
BY THE. SENATE. 


TALK OF ASKING RELEASE. 


Senators Betligerent and One of the 


Most Exciting Debates [Ever 
Known Followed. 
>. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations met to-day 
to consider the request of the State De- 
partment that the committee do not press 
its resolution demanding the immediate re- 


lease of Gen. Julio Sanguilly from a Spanish 
prison in Cuba. The committee gave the 
subject careful attention, but declined to 
grant the request. It appeared, from the 
statement of the Secretary of State, that 
the Spanish Government’s promise to re- 
lease Sanguilly was coupled with the pro- 
vision that he should withdraw his appeal 
from the second sentence of the Cuban 
court and it was stated that release could 
be secured at any time that this condition 
should be complied with. The committee’s 
discussion was on this point, and the opin- 
ion was generally expressed that for Gen. 
Sangullly to pursue this course would be 
inadvisable for the reason that it would 
amount to an acknowledgment of guilt and 
would be equivalent to the abandonment of 
pany claims that he might have against the 
Spanish Government for damages. 

The committee therefore decided to press 
the consideration of the’ resolution re- 
ported vesterday. 

Chairman Hitt of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee assured the committee to- 
day that in case the Senate. pass the 
Sanguilly resolution he would call the com- 
mittee together to consider it. 


The Senate met at 11 o’olock and the Cub- 
an matter promptly came up, Senator Allen 
of Nebraska taking the floor on his resolu- 
tion of yesterday. 

At 1 o’clock the Sanguilly resolution was 
displaced by the bankruptcy bill, although 
an effort was made to get further consider- 
ation of it. 

The bankruptcy bill was laid aside and 
the Indian apropriation bill taken up. 
Mr. Daniel was, however, allowed to con- 
clude his remarks on Sanguilly resolution. 

The first resolution coming over from yes- 
terday was that of Mr. Allen asking the 
President to use effective measures to pro- 
tect American citizens in Cuba and to that 
end to send United States warships to 
Cuban ports. Mr. Allen said American citi- 
gens were daily being arrested in Cuba and 
thrown into prison without any trial. It 
seemed to be the disposition of Spain to 
punish every American citizen in Cuba, It 
was, he said, a_ story of barbarity and 
atrocity. Recently a lady had been taken 
by Spanish officials and her person searched, 
Little girls had been gathered in Cuba and 
sold into the worst conceivable slavery. 
Spanish soldiers had taken infants by the 
heels and hacked them to pieces and killed 
the parents, Such action was a blot ¢ 
the civilization of the age. Why shoy 
Congress remain supine? The time would 
come when this inaction would make our 
people hang their heads for being American | 


citizens. é;

Few were aware, 
he said, of the enormity of the case, San- 
guilly had been held for two years yester- 
day. Twice he had been condemned to sol- 
itary imprisonment in chains, on military, 
unsworn testimony. He had been treated 
rigorously, harshly and brutally. The man- 
ner of his treatment was a disgrace to this 
civilization. 

“Our representative in Cuba has been 
arrogantly insulted by the Spanish authori- } 
ties,’ exclaimed Mr. Daniel, “and this 
country hag been insulted by the Spanish 
authorities. I have been told by a high 
Spantsh authority that the Jooseunatioe of 
the Sanguilly case was a disgrace to the 
United States and to the American flag. If 
a fleet of the United States had been sent to 
redress that insult it would have been sus- 
tained by every citizen of the United 
States.’’ 

There was intense interest throughout the 
Senate and in the galleries as Mr. Daniel’s 
words rang through the chamber. It was but 
the prelude, however, to a most dramatic in- 
.cident. 

Mr. Daniel said enough diplomatic red tape 
had been spun on this case to build a cable 
from the United States to Spain, and enough 
ink for an ocean in which to lay the cable. 
Mr. Hale (Rep.) of Maine rose at this point 
and began a series of inquiries, which 
brought the proceedings to fever heat. 
Since reference had been made to red tape, 
said Mr. Hale, had not this whole question 
been the subject of direct diplomatic nego- 
tiations between .the State Department and 
Spain and was there not assurance reszpect- 
ing the release of Sanguilly in a few days?

FORGED MARCHES. 


ARMY OF INSURGENTS GOING TO- 
WARD MATANZAS. 


RESIGNATION OF GEN. LEE. 


The Administration Tries to Persuade 
the Consul-General to Stay 
at Havana. 


HAVANA, Feb. %.—The whereabouts of 
Gen. Maximo Gomez are not known, unless 
it be by Spanish officials, but private dis- 
patches from Sunta Clara say that numerous 
bands of insurgents, numbering 5,000 men, 
were seen passing over the railroad line be- 
tween Cienfuegos on the south coast and 
Santa Clara, going by forced marches in the 
direction of the Province of Matanzas, de- 
stroying the railroad lines and culverts as 
they pushed forward. | 

Gen. Calixto Garcia, with some 4,000 in- 
surgents, is reported to be operating in the 
vicinity of Puerto Padre and Baracoa on the 
north coast. The steamers Julia and Man- 
uela, coasting near Baracoa, have been fired 
upon and obliged to put out to sea. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25, 2:40 p. m.—Sena- 
tor Hale has received at the Capitol a tele- 
gram from Secretary Olney.in which Mr. 
Olney says in effect that Consul-General 
Lee never has asked for passports, never 
has asked for warships, and that the whole 
story of his tendering his resignation is a 
fake. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. %.—Despite 
the numerous evasions and denials of the 
State ty ope that branch of the Gov- 
ernment has received Gen. Lee’s resignation 
as Consul General at Havana. 

But Gen. Lee has been notified that his 
resignation will not be accepted. President 
Cleveland has sent him a personal appeal 
to reconsider his action, basing his es 
on the ground of their friendship. t is 
thought that this will gave the desired ef- 
fect. If it should not, Gen. Lee will be in- 
formed that, his resignation not having been 
accepted, he is forbidden to leave the island 
without authority. It is not believed that 
such an extreme attitude toward the Consul 
will be necessary, but if the Administration 
should find that it is, in order to maintain 
its own dignity, Secretary Olney stands 
ready to assume it. 

The story of the rupture between the State 
Department and Gen. Lee is an interesting 
one. The Consul General, while in Washing- 
ton last autumn, did not conceal his belief 
that much credit might be gained for the 
Administration by making a bold stroke for 
Cuban freedom, at least going to the length 
of recognizing the belligerency of the in- 
surgents. He did not take issue openly with 
the. Administration in its policy, but it was 
realized here that his sympathy was strongly 
with the Cubans. Possibly feeling that he 
was under suspicion of lack of sympathy 
with the Department’s policy, Gen. Lee, upon 
his return to his post, was particular to stick 
closely to instructions and to insist in every 
case concerning ah American captive upon 
explicit orders from the Department. This 
finally led to friction with the Department, 
almost serious in the Ruiz case. The Con- 
sul General knew of Ruiz’ capture, and re- 
ported it to the Department, but, it is inti- 
mated, stopped at that and waited for fur- 
ther instructions. The Department felt that 
the general instructions in the consular regu- 
lations, imposing upon a consular officer 
the duty of moving promptly for the relief 
of an American citizen in such cases, should 
have been sufficient to guide Gen. Lee to a 
proper course. However, the Department, 
upon being informed of the facts, promptly 
referred the case to the authorities at Mad- 


rid. v 

Following the death of Ruiz in jail, Gen. 
Lee recommended that a demand be made 
upon the Spanish authorities for the release 
of all American prisoners held in’ Cuban 
prisons. This, it was felt, was a step too 
radical to be taken. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—A special to the 
Herald from Havana, via Key West, says: 
Americans are flocking in from the country. 
The position of our citizens is critical. The 
rumor, whether true or false, has gone 
abroad that the. American Government 
would not intervene so long as the trade in- 
terests of the country are not interfered 
with. Unless something firm and decidedly 
strong is done by our Government in Wash- 
ington Americans are in danger of their 
lives. The murder of Ruiz and the demand 
for the release of Scott are the sole topics of 
conversation. The Government and palace 
people here have tried to change the subject 
of conversation by giving out news of an 
alleged skirmish with Gomez, but ‘the at- 
tempt was a failure. Minister De Lome, 
always accurate as a news gatherer, has 
cabled the Captain-General that Lee will 
not be recalled; that his resignation is not 
accepted and that he may be sustained. 


MURDER OF RUIZ. 


The Message Found Scratched on the 
Floor of His Cell. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Feb. 25.—Accord- 
ing to late news from Havana there is now 
ho doubt that Dr. Ruiz was brutally 


murdered by his keepers at Guanabacoa. 
The following was found scratched on the 
floor of the narrow, stifling cell in which the 
wretched man was confined: 

“Mercedes, Nina Rieardo, Evangeline— 
Good-by children of my heart. I give you 
my blessing. Be obedient to your mother. 
If I am taken to Havana they will kill me. 
Tell Rita to tell all good-by. Rita, of my 
soul, ap vete Oi

Nevertheless, they have ordered 
an immediate official inquiry with a view to 
punishing severely all concerned in the af- 
fair if it is proved that they failed in their 
duties.

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Tuesday morning I saw Scott and had a | 
long conversation with him through the 
prison bars. He is about 33 years old and 
was born in Cuba of American parents. His 
father, Abraham Scott of New York, is said 
to be a distant connection of the Scotts of 
Lynchburg, Va., the family of Gen. Winfield 
cott. 

“T was treated with the greatest barbarity 
and cruelty during the fourteen days I was 
held in the dark cell incommunicado,” said 
Mr. Scott fo me. “The keeper warned me 
that if I said anything about my treatment 
to the Consular representative or the press 
I would be thrown back into the dark cell. 

“T was not actually tortured with thumb- 
screws, but by no less cruel methods. Some- 
times they would not give me a drop of 
water to drink for two days at atime. It 
was the same with the prison food. I am 
so weak I can hardly stand up, and if they 
do not allow food to be sent me from out~- 
side I may not survive to get out of prison.”

Two Negroes Swung Into Eternity at 
Pine Bluff, Ark., for Atro- 
cious Crimes. 


PINE BLUFF, Ark., Feb. 25.—A murderer 
and a rapist expiated their crimes upon a 
gallows, side by side, at Pine Bluff to-day. It 
was the first legal double execution in the 
history of Jefferson County. 

The men who paid the death penalty were 
Robert Cox and another negro known as 
“Crazy Jim.” 

An attempt was made yesterday to secure 
executive clemency in the latter’s behalf, but 
the Governor refused to interfere. 

The crime for which he was hanged was 
revolting in the extreme. On Dec, 56, near 
Pine Bluff, Lawrence Williams, aged 17, and 
his older brother, were at work in a field 
with Crazy Jim, when they began disputing 
over the ownership of a dog. The negro 
called the boys into the woods and forced 
them to disrobe. He then dealt the elder boy 
a blow on the head, knocking him senseless. 
After felling Lawrence to the ground he 
took a knife and cut his throat from ear to 
ear. Not satisfied with his bloody work he 

roceeded to mutilate the body in a most 

orrible manner. The other ther was 
fearfully stabbed and left for dead,but he re- 
gained consciousness and lived to tell the 
story. Crazy Jim narrowly esc lynching 
when captured a day or so later.

THE THIRD BRIDGE. 

A third bridge, unless it is so con- 
structed as to serve at once the purposes 
of railroad traffic, can be of compara- 
tively little benefit to St. Louis business. 

Under the terms of the charter for the 
bridge to be erected across the river at 
Cass avenue, the roadway will be for 
wagon and street car traffic only. There 
is a clause in the charter, however, which 
provides that the structure shall be so 
built that it can be adapted to railroad 
traffic when necessity requires. 

The necessity is already here, and the 
utilization of the new bridge for railroad 
traffic cannot be long postponed if the 
business interests of St. Louis are to be 
considered. 

Locating the bridge three-quarters of 
@ mile from either of the present struct- 
ures is distinctly a triumph of the Gould 
monopoly, and is doubtless so understood 
by the Senate conferees who insisted on 
that limitation. The river interests 
joined in the protest against the half- 
mile limit not because a half-mile is any 
more of a danger to navigation than 
three-quarters of a mile, but because the 
river interests were willing to oppose 
the Murphy bill, or any other bridge bill 
in any shape such a bill might take. 
Any bridge is a defeat for the river in- 
terest, whether it be within the half-mile 
or ten-mile limit. 

St. Louis makes slow progress in re- 
moving the embargo on her commerce. 
Let us hope that progress is as sure as 
it is slow. 


A CORPORATION EXAMINER. 

The proper way to ascertain the amount 
and value of corporation securities is by 
enlarging the powers of Assessors and 
Boards of Equalization, and not only 
enlarging such powers but making man- 
datory the duties which the powers imply 
and confer. 

Accordingly, any bill introduced in the 
Missouri Legislature to create the office 
of Corporation Examiner, should be re- 
garded as @ measure of obstruction 
against such a revision of general tax- 
ing laws as is needed in nearly every 
State of the Union. 

The bill is said to be demanded by in- 
vestors. What investors want is to get 
g00d stocks at a low price. Their in- 
terest, after that, is to-have the stock as- 
sensed as far below its rea) value as pos- 
sible. But the only way the State can 
serve the investors is by serving the peo- 
ble. And to serve the people the State 
must devise a scheme of taxation which 
wiil ascertain real values of all forms of 
Property. 

Under & fair assessment law, no invest- 
or need go astray as to stocks and bonds 
@ny more than as to real estate. At 
present the tax receipt is a guide to the 
value of real estate. So it should be as 
to every form of property.

He says that in 1890, at the 
time the Trust was formed, the various 
companies that now compose it employed 
5,895 tobacco workers, and that now the 
Trust gives employment to 9,194 workers, 
an increase of 3,299 hands.

Mr. Duke also admits that at the consol- 
idation of the companies that form the 
Trust the capital stock was $25,000,000 
and that now it is $79,830,000, an increase 
of $54,820,000. 

A capital of $25,000,000 gave work to 
5,895 persons. A capital cf $79,830,000 
gives work to only 9,194 persons, or 3,299 
hands for an additional $54,830,000. Each 
million dollars of the $25,000,000 gave em- 
ployment in round numbers to*236. per- 
sons. But each million dollars of the 
present capital of $79,000,000 gives work t 

only 116 persons. | 

If the tobacco industry had grown up 
under normal or competitive conditions, 
it is not likely that the capital stock of 
the companies that formed the Trust 
would now aggregate $79,000,000, but it is 
reasonable to suppose that it would have 
grown very greatly, and that each million 
dollars would have employed as many 
persons as a million dollars invested in 
this industry gave work to before the 
Trust took hold, 

In the nature of things, the modern 
Trust is not a benefit to the workingman. 
Besides taxing him “all the traffic will 
bear’ as a consumer, it closes plants and 
factories, and actually employs fewer 
hands than would be given work if no 


Trust existed.

SPITZ DOG DISRUPTS A FAMILY. 


His Wife Tells an Awful Tale of At- 
tempted Murder, Which He 
Bluntly Says Is False. 


A frolickSome spitz dog was the ind‘rect 
cause of Thomas McDonnell’s attempt to 
murder his family Wednesday night. 

McDonnell and his wife and two children 
live at 1441 Goodfellow avenue. He is short 
of stature, and h's somewhat florid face is 
covered with a blond beard. His eye is not 
unkind, but takes an ugly gleam when men- 
tion is made of his wife. He claims no reg- 
ular vocation, but of late years has tried 
shop-keeping, with indifferent success. At 


present he is looking for employment. 

Wednesday evening the little family were 
gathered in the sitting-room, the father and 
mother reading and the two boys, aged 8 
and 10, respectively, were playing on the 
floor with the dog. 

One of the lads suddenly gave a cry of 

ain and rushed to his mother, holding his 
eg. Between his sobs he said the dog had 
bitten him. The father was very much ex- 
ercised, and wanted to kill the animal then 
and there. 

Mrs. McDonnell assured him the child’s 
injury was but a scratch and it was foolish 
to grow excited over it. The two boys 
begged for the dog’s life. McDonnell 
thought the animal was getting too large 
for a safe pet and put him out of the 
house, Later when the children had retired 
he slipped into the yard and dispatched the 
pup with an ax. 

On his return he announced what he had 
done and claims his wife bitterly upraided 
him and threatened to have him arrested. 

She dentes having any controversy with 
him at all and says she went on quietly with 
her preparations for closing the house for 
the night. McDonnell, she says, kept mut- 
tering to himself about managing his own 
family. He thought he knew what was 
harmfal for the children and proposed to 
act according to his judgment. He was glad 
he killed the dog. 

The response elicited from the wife by 
these observances on home rule were of 
such a nature to deeply stir his anger. Ac- 
cording to her story, he angrily exclaimed 
if she didn’t like what he said he would use 
the ax on her. 

He ran to the closet and, procuring the 
weapon, gave it a few vicious swings as he 
approached. She screamed and ran to her 
|'children’s bedside. The little ones were 
|; awakened bv the commotion and clung to 
_ their mother’s neck 

McDonnell gazed on the scene a moment, 
then made another move with the ax. The 
' woman had regained her nerve and freeing 
| herself from the children faced him and 
' dared him to strike,

| Donnell paused, letting the ax fall to the 
floor. He stared at her in amazement. Tak- 
i advantage of his surprise Mrs. McDon- 
‘nell grasped her children by the hand and 
_fled to a neighbor’s house. 
| Thursday morning McDonnell flatly de- 
| nied any attempt to assault his wife and 
asked Judge Stevenson for a continuance to 
bring {n some witnesses. Mrs. McDonnell 
was in court with the two boys ready to 
prosecute hifm. She refused to tell anything 
about the attempt on her life until she 
went on the witness stand. She did say had 
it not been for her nerve she and the lads 
would have been murdered and that she 
had instituted proceedings fora divorce. Her 
husband did not drink and she thinks he is 
going crazy. 

McDonnell told the reporter he was a 
victim of merciless persecution. He had 
given Ms wife $10,000 worth of city prop- 
erty, and since the transfer had been made 
she was anxious to gett rid of him. 

‘“T iove my children better than my life,” 
he repeated, “‘‘and would rather die than 
hurt them. I never drink, and no sane 
man would attempt the crime my wife 
alleges. 

‘‘T have been divorced from her once and 
will be again. We don’t seem to suit each 
other. I wouldn’t have married her the sec- 
ond time, but she came to my house and 
cried about a away from mse, and said 
the children needed me, so/I took her back. 
This is what I get for it: 

“T admit killing the dog, and that is what 
started the trouble last night. The heast 
was getting too vicious for the boys. When 
IT returned to the house I locked the ax in 
the closet and never tovched it again. It 
was there when the officer arreste1 me.” 

McDonnell claims his 2i-ycar-oll step-son 
is urging his wife against him. He re- 
fused:to give his name. Sodid the young 
man, but he was not loath in backing up 
his mother’s statements as to McDonnell’s 
alleged cruelties.

CAPT, O'MALLBY. 


SYLVESTER S. BROWN WANTS HIS 
VALISE AND JEWELS. 


SAD STORY OF HIS LOVE. 


—_—— 


The Man Who Shot Himself for Mae 
Haegle’s Sake Figures in 
a Civil Suit. 


_ 


Sylvester S. Brown, by his attorneys, 
Gadsden & Blow, filed an odd suit in 
Justice Haughton’s court against Capt. Mi- 
chael O’Malley of the Central Police Dis- 
trict. 

Brown is a totally blind and partially 
deaf inmate of the Missouri Institute for 
the Blind. He sues the police captain to 
recover possession of a valise which he 
contends contained diasnonds and jewelry. 
He either wants the property or its equiva- 
lent in cash. The property is valued at 


about $100. 
The valise came into Capt. O’Malley’s pos- 
session Dec. 3, 189, when Brown attempted 
Suicide in the Hotel Rogier. He shot him- 
self twice in the head. One bullet entered 
the right temple and passed through the 
left eye. The other ball entered the left 
temple and lodged in the right side of the 
throat. Capt. O’Malley saw Brown imme- 
diately after the shooting and was with him 
when he was removed to the Dispensary. 
The city physicians said that either wound 
Was mortal and that Brown had but a few 
toy to live. He was sent to the City Hos- 
ii. 
Capt. O’Malley went back to Brown’s 
room and took possession of his property, 
consisting of a valise and a sample case. 
These were removed to the Four Courts. 
Brown’s wounds did not prove fatal, and 
he sent for his property. ere the stories 
of Brown and the police disagree. Brown 
contends that he sent a messenger for his 
two pieces of baggage, and that Capt. 
O’ Malley refused to send but one. He says 
the sample case he received from the po- 
lice contained only his clothing, while the 
valise the police refused to deliver con- 
tained jewelry and diamonds. 
Mr. Blow, Brown’s ‘counsel, says he made 
formal demand for the valise at the police 
station, and that the sergeant in charge 
said it was probably lost. It had got m 
up with numerous other pacnages and could 
not be found. Mr. Blow later made demand 
on Capt. O’Malley in person, and he claims 
that official says he delivered the valise 
to the messenger who received the sample 
case. 
“It is peculiar, to say the least,” said Mr. 
Blow. ‘“‘The captain was particular to get 
a receipt from the messenger for the pack- 
age that was comparatively valueless, but 
the valise that contained the jewelry and 
was known to be of value, he claims to have 
given without exacting a receipt.’’ 


Capt. O’Malley was surprised when the 
reporter told him of the suit. 

“When Brown shot himself we took pos- 
session of his property, as we were told he 
could not possibly recover. Later we heard 
from the hospital and learned that ne was 
recovering. W. V. Fayman, a clerk from 
the City Hospital, came to my office and 
wanted Brown’s valise. He said the sample 
case contained the valuables. I let him take 
the valise, and did not take his receipt for 
it. Later, on April 21, 1896, Fayman again 
called. This time he had an order from 
Brown for the sample case, and I gave it 
to him. I took his receipt icrit. Yayman, 
I believe, is now in California. And that’s 
all there is about it.” 

Brown’s misfortunes are the result of 
blind and unreasoning “love for a heartless 
song and dance artist, Mae Haegle, who 
lives in this city with her parents. In the 
summer of 1895 Brown met her in Kansas 
City. She was playing in a vaudeville the- 
ater there. He was a traveling salesman 
for a New York jewelry house. They 
stopped at the same hotel. They became 
acquainted and he fell desperately in love. 
She encouraged him, and he lavished hand- 
some presents upon her, 

From Kansas City she went to Pittsburg. 
Brown neglected his business and accom- 
panied her. He besought her to give up the 
stage and become his wife. She demurred 
and said she had to support her family in 
St. Louis. Brown said if she would marry 
him he would see that ny | had all that 
money could buy. After keeping him 
dancing attendance for several months she 
agreed, while they were in Chicago, to the 
marriage. He insisted on buying her 
trousseau. She did not object. The more 
he spent on her the more she was grati- 
fied. Trunk load after trunk load of the 
handsomest and most costly garments he 
bought for her. Jewels he lavished on her 
without stint. 

Then they came to St. Louis shortly be- 
fore Thanksgiving of 18%. Brown and the 
Haegle girl made tours of the down-town 
stores. They bought furniture, carpets, rugs, 
chinaware, bric-a-brac, etc., with lavish 
hand. It was ordered sent to 4161 
Olive street, for which Brown had 
aid a month's rent. His money 
ad been exhausted and he expected 
to pay for the goods with a remittance he 
was expecting from his employers. The 
check d'd not arrive and the tradesmen 
sent their wagons and began removing the

They not only refused to furnish him money, 
but told him that because of his neglect 
of business he was ennreee.

conditions. 

Both Nineteenth street and Maiden Lane 
are unimproved. Children from the north- 
west and southwest must wade two blocks 
through mud and mire to school. 

All the rooms are overcrowded. The 
space for the kindefgarten was uced a 
few weeks ago to make room for another 
class. At intervals batches of scholars are 
transferred to other schools and have 
pay car fare or walk long distances. 

The building is one of the five oldest in 
the city and is devoid of all modern con- 
veniences.

/'HE’S MAD AND MAY GO TO LAW. 


His Deaf Mute Sweetheart, Woed Un- 
der Difficulties, Disappoints Him . 
at the Last Moment. 


Convinced of her lover’s duplicity and 
broken hearted in consequence, Miss Emma 
Ehlers of 4128 Easton avenue Wednesday 
heeded her mother’s pleadings and deserted 
Henry Krigbaum of 609 North Twelfth 
street on what was to be their wedding eve. 

She left a note saying she had returned 
to her home, and forbidding him ever to 
seek her presence.

Fiction never narrated a wooing more 
filled with adversity than has been that of 
this young couple, both deaf mutes.

e listened to her story and promised to in- 
vestigate the matter. An opportunity soon 
came. While Emma was willing to marry a 
Protestant she insisted a minister of her 
faith should perform the ceremony.

DR. STARKLOFF HAS DRAWN UP 
A NEW SANITARY LAW. 


TENEMENT LEGALLY DEFINED. 


Method of Building Provisions for Air 
and Light and Responsibility for 
Sanitation Clearly Defined. 


| Health Commissioner :Starkloff has had 


drawn up and introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly an ordinance regulating tene- 
ments and lodging houses. 

It is comprehensive, and if its provisions 
are adequately enforced some of the greater 
evils ex'sting will be corrected. 

It defines a tenement house as a building 
occupied by more than two families, living 
independent of each other, or by more than 
two families on any floor having a common 
right in the halls, stairways, yards, cellars 
or lavator'‘es, 

A lodging house is a building in which 
persons are lodged for a gingle night or for 


less than one week at a time. 

There must be one lavatory for every fif- 
teen occupants of a lodging house and for 
every two families in tenements. 

All houses and areaways must be con- 
nected with sewers, where there are sewers. 
No vault or cesspool will be allowed in or 
under any tenement, or lodging house. All 
vaults in yards must be so constructed 
that all waste water will pass through them 
to the sewer. 

No vault, cellar or underground room shall 
be occupied as a place of lodging or sleep- 
ing. 

Every tenement and lodging-house must 
have proper receptacles for garbage, ashes, 
etc. The owner or agent is held responsible 
for their condition, 

No combustibles or other articles danger- 
ous to life or detrimental to health may be 
stored in any such house. 

The number of inmates of any room or 
building shall not exceed one to 600 feet of 
air space 

Where more than eight families live in one 
house, in which the owner does not reside, 
there must be -a janitor, housekeeper or 
other responsible person in charge. 

Every sleeping room which does not com- 
municate directly with the external air 
must have a ventilating or transom window, 
opening into a room which does communi- 
cate with the external air, and one opening 
into the hallway. Every such building must 
have a ventilator in the roof at the top of 
the hall. 

No building may be erected for or con- 
verted into a tenement or lodging-house on 
any lot where there is another building, and 
no building may be erected on any lot where 
there is now a tenement or lodging-house, 
unless there is a clear, Open space of ten 
feet, if they are one story high, 15 feet if 
two stories, twenty feet if three stories and 
twenty-five feet if more than three stories. 

At the rear of every building erected for 
or converted into a tenement there must 
be a clear space of ten feet. No one con- 
tinuous building shall be built for or con- 
verted to such uses occupying more than 
65 per cent of the lot, and in the same pro- 

ortion if the lot be greater than 2% by 100 
eet. This provision does not apply to cor- 
ner lots and may be modified by a permit 
from the Health Commissioner. 

In all such buildings erected or converted 
in the future every habitable room, except 
in the attic, shall be at least eight feet in 
height. Each room must connect with the 
external air or by a perfect ventilator with 
a room which does. he upper half at least 
of each window shall be made to open the 
full width. 

In all such buildings hereafter erected or 
converted each sleeping room shall have 
at least one window with a movable sash, 
with an opening of not less than twelve 
square feet of sash, admitting light and 
air direct from the street or yard. 

The fioor of the cellar must be made 
water tight and the ceiling plastered. 

Where city water is available it shall be 
furnished on every floor occupied by two 
or more families. 

The Health Commissioner is required to 
make a careful inspection of all tenements 
and lodging houses at least twice a year. 

Owners and agents of tenements and 
lodging houses aré required to report 
promptly all cases of infectious, contagious 
or ‘pestilential diseases. If the conditions 
are such that such patients cannot be iso- 
lated where they are, they may be removed, 
by force, if necessary, to a city institution. 

The walls and ceilings of halls and pas- 
sageways must be Ww itewashed at least 
twice a year, in April and October. 

Every owner of a tenement or lodging- 
house must file with the Health Department 
a description of his property, the number of 
rooms, number of families and the trades 
and eccupations carried on there, 

Owners, agents and lessees are made re- 
sponsible for the sanitary condition of halls, 
stairs, porches, yards, cellars and closets. 

A fine of from $2 to is provided for 
every violation of any part of the ordinance

Dr. Scholz’ Patient Died From a More 
Serious Complaint. 


Dr. Philip Scholz of Fourteenth and Salis- 
bury streets is likely to find serious trouble 


if he continues to defy the Coroner. Coroner 
Wait was compelled to postpone the inquest 
on the body of Mrs. Julia Klunk, who died 
on Tuesday of peritonitis*following an op- 
eration, because Dr. Scholz stubbornly re- 
fused to appear at the inquest. 

Mrs, Klunk was a married woman, and 
lived at 3617 North anager ig b Dr. Henry 
M. Bewig of Broadway and Salisbury was 
called in to attend her only ten hours be- 
fore her death. As he discovered evidences 
of a criminal operation he issued a burial 
certificate which led to an investigation by 
the Health Department. ; 

The evidence at the inquest partially held 
Thursday, revealed that Mrs. Klunk had 
been using drugs to relieve her condition. 
Mrs. Peterson, a midwife at 3318 Blair ave- 
nue, had prescribed for her. 

Mrs. Klunk’s husband and sisters testified 
that Dr. Scholz had been treating her for 
a long time for egg er They though: 
that was in reality her ailment. She did 
not improve and they called in another 
physician. 

Coroner Wait summoned Dr. Scholz to 
pear. The latter sent back word that he 
would not appear, nor would he testify. 

The Coroner then sent a policeman after 
the recalcitrant physician, but the police- 
man was unable to locate him. 

Coroner Wait adjourned the inquest until 
Friday morning, and declares that he will 
have the physician in attendance if it takes 
all the policemen in the town. 

Coroner Wait is anxious to learn whether 
Dr. Scholz diagnosed the case as pneumonia 
and treated the patient for that or whether 
he knew her real condition. The post-mor- 
tem showed that death was superinduced 
by a criminal operation. The inquest will 
probably determine who wag responsible 
for the operation.
